ment's ice trust inquiry began today. 
The inter-state commerce commission 
hearing is expected to show rebates HI 
some form were given favored ice deal- 
ers, discrimination by railroads against 
independent 
ice dealers, 
railroads 


were the real ice trusts and used thei? 
power to coerce and compel independ- 
ent dealers to fix prices and charity 
was used as a cloak to cover the sins 
of the railroads and that ice shipped 
at charity rates was delivered to local 
agents of the railroad ice trust. 


Commissioner Judson C Clements, 


of the commission, is here to conduct 
the government's investigation of the 
railroads, and their relation to the ice 
trust. He says the inquiry will be 
thorough. 


Special agent Walters, of the com- 


- mission has his evidence veil in hand 


The star witness for the government 
will be Joseph A Miller, ice dealer, 
here found guilty of conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade by court. 


The government this morning de- 


nted the_rjecm€st_Df_ certain, Michigan 
witnesses to be excused. These in- 
clude officers of railroads involved 


Fifteen railroads are undergoing in- 


vestigation. Joseph Miller today testi- 
fied that thfr Toledo Ice and Coal com- 
pany was organized by officials of tb3 
Ann Arbor railroad, and that the stock 
was held by Harry W. Ashley, general 
manager, W. H. Bennet, general pas- 
senger agent, himself as purchasing 
agent and other officials of the road. 
HP said he sold ice for fhe companv 
while employed by the railroad com- 
pany and occupied railroad propertv 
but paid no rent. The railroad paid 
$4 a ton for ice and private consumers 
were charge'd $10. Full freight rates 
were paid by the company but the rail- 
road allowed liberal 
allowances 
for 


shrinkage. He testified that men sent 
to cut ice in Michigan were carried 
free by the railroad. Other companies 
charged full fares. 
The implements 


were also carried free. 


Edward Schuller. business manager 


of the Schuller Ice company, today 
told the commission that his company 
was forced out of the Michigan whole- 
sale market because it could not com- 
pete with the trust. He declared he 
was never given .a rebate on cars! men, 
torses and implements, was never 
carried free and fie was compelled to 
pay a switching charge of $2 a car on 
wholesale shipments while the Toledo 
Ice and Coal company was given a rate 
of fifty cents. Mr. Schuller said he was 
discriminated against in the mat+er of 
cars. The Inter-State Ice company, he 
said, was a company supposed to buy 
ice from its members and sell it wneie 
a market was found, the price to be 
fixed bv the general manager under 
agreement with the directors. He was 
a director in the company.

Hill, Congressman Sherman of New 
York, chairman of the Republican con- 
gressional campaign committee, sub 
"rnittecl to the president proofs of the 
party's new campaign text book for 
revision and approval, besides several 
arguments Speaker Cannon is to make 
in his convention speech at Danville, 
111. Theodore P. Shouts, chairman ot 
the isthmian canal commisison, who 
landed 
from 
Panama Aug. 11, in- 


formed the president of affairs on the 
isthmus. Joseph B. Bishop, secretary 
of the commission, came with Shonts 
and remained a guest of the president. 
Henry W. Taft of New York, brother 
of the secretary of war, was also a 
guest, as was Robert Bridges, the 
author. 
Representative Longworth, 


wno is a member of the campaign 
committee, took part in the political 
discussion. 


Chairman Shonts of the isthmian 


canal commission said after his visit 
to the president that he gave the 
president a report up to date of the 
progress of canal work. The question 
of most importance confronting the 
commission, ho said, is that of obtain 
ing labor. "We shall advertise at 
once.. for 2,500 Chinese laborers iu 
CBfna," he" said, "and give laborers of 
that nationality a thorough trial at 
the work. It has been represented to 
us that they will be more satisfactoiy 
than any class of laborers we have 
yet tried. The Jamaica negroes whom 
we have given an extensive trial have 
not proved satisfactory. The Spanish 
laborers we are working now to a 
great extent are very much better 
than the Jamaica negroes.

Scott, though 60 years of age, and

Scott has been an honored resident 


of Athens for 40 years, and he had 
seen, entrusted with many positions 
of responsibility and honor. He had 
ser'ed many years as agent for the 
B. & 0. S W. railroad at Athens, he 
had served the Athens board of edu- 
jation for years; he had served on the 
board of city water works trustees: 
he had served uudpr the new munici- 
pal code-—m fact, he was a member 
of the first board of that kind ever es- 
tablished in Athens—he had served 
as treasurer of the Athens 
County 


Ag-icultur?! Society, and had han- 
dled hundreds of dollars for the asso- 
ciation, and as a final climax to his 
careei he had served four and a half 
years as deputy: county auditor of 
Athens county duiing 
the time his 


brother, W. F..Scott, held the posi- 
tion of county auditor. 


During (his time he began the pee- 


ulations'whicli finally led to his arrest 
and conviction in connection with the 
Athens county treasury shortage. By 
making false abstracts and settlement 
sheets and charging the county treas- 
urer with loss money than he collect- 
ed, he was able to extract from the 
cash drawer the amount correspond- 
ing v ith the amount he undercharged 
the treasurer. 
In this way he was 


able to have the treasurer come out 
about right at each settlement time 
and eh ere would show no apparent 
shortage. 


That he was able to do this was 


dun to the fact that he had free ac- 
cess to the treasurer's office and con- 
stantly carried a key to that depart- 
ment. 
Scott invariably made up the 


settlement sheets and the abstracls 
and in this manner was kept tarck of 
the amount that could be extracted 
with detection. 
In 
addition to his 


acres to the treasurer's office Scott 
was frequently sent by ex-Treasurer 
Biddison. and ex-Treasurer Hickman 
to rolled taxes in Xelsonville and 
Glouster.
